tien, Rabl s the Commander-in-Clilef of the
eavnlry furcen in Orient. His headguarters nre
in the district of Manzanillo, which he abso-
futely controls, the Spanlards holding only the
penport of Manzanillo, which is protected by
thelr navy. His coursge and military talenta
made hit famous nslong ngo as the war of 18468,
and he Is furthier distinguished among the
Citan Wwaders frou the fact that he {8 one of the
few 1ving descendants of the aboriginal race of
fudiatis who inhablted the fsland when Colum-
tus discovered It in 1492, and who wereina
short thne practieally exterminated by the
Spaniards,

Ot the native Siboneyes, Lhose of Orient, which
has always been the more warlike part of the
aland, fought under Hatnel, a native of 8anto
Dowmingo, to liberate thelr country. Hatnel was
catught, burued alive, and almost all his follow-
ers were lain by order of Gov. Velazquez, A
few took refuge In the mountains of Santingo de
(uba and for 400 yoars their descendants,
among them the Rabl family, bave lived there
refusing any contact with the Spaniards,

Time and their isolation reduced thelr num-
ters still more. In 1908 they Jolned the Hevo-
lutloniste. Jesus Rabi, then a very young man,
led to the Cuban camp the last survivors of the
Indian race. Hy his bravery he soon won the
rank of General. He was one of the Cuban lead-
ers who were most honored by Maceo, and in
Orient he was the man in whom Maceo had the
groatest confidence. He did not surrender to
the Spaniards in 1878, and he took up arms
again among the first in 1805, His batred of
the Spaniards s intense and he s proud of his
aboriginal descent.

T met him five days ngo at bis camp near
Veguitas, in the Manzanillo district. His forces
are composed of 4,500 cavalry and 500 infantry.
He is the second in command §n the province
under Garcin's orders. Hoe said to me:

“Intervention by the United Statesin Cuba

Inany way which would mean material help to
us, or would give a pretext to Spain for declar-
Ing war on the American nation, ls, in my opin-
lon, unnecessary. If the United States will
recognlze our belligerency, and remain perfectly
peutral in the etruggle, that would be a wise
nad just measure, and it is all wo ask. At pres-
eut the United States, by persecuting our expe-
ditiona from that country and thwarting all the
eforts of our frienda to help us, deprives the
Cuban army of an ndequate supply of munitions
of war, and 18, therefore, practically an ally of
Fpaln. Tgoeo far as to say that in this respect
the United States [s to us a more formidable fos
than Lhe Spanisrds themselves. The Spaniards
flight us and Lhe United States does not let us
bave arms to acfond our lives.

“HBut if the American nation will remain
seutral so that we may buy in the Cnited Siates
arma and ammunition and send them inourown
armed vessels to Cuba, then we can fight the
S-anfards on even terms. If without a regular
enpply of arms and ammunition we fought for
1tn Years in tho first war, and now, for more
than two years have checked 200,000 Spanish
rogulars beaides their Irregular troops, you can
fmagine how easily we will whip them If they do
not have such potent assistance as that the
United States Government has given them,

“Hpain knows this perfectly well, and for this
reason she is working as hard for ber cause In
Washington ns iu Cuba, It ls a shame for a na-
tion that boasta of being courageous and chiv-
alrous to take such an attitude, What would
you think of & man who, Aghting with another
whoss bands were tied, should object that a
looker-on should untle his adversary1 While
Gen. Weyler says that we don't fight pitched
batties against his 200,000 soldlers, Spain’s
wily diplomnaey prevents the United States from
recognizing our belligerency and induces the
United States Government to hunt down our
erpeditions. There I8 no courage nor chivalry
fnsuch conduct."”

Iwrote down the above statement In Spanish,
and Gen. Itabi, after reading It twice, signed It

The statement of Gen. Garcla 1s in the follow-
Ing letter, dated near Moron, cast side of the
trocha, on May 25:

“Him: In answer to your question whether I
shotuld prefor intervention from the United
Flates or the recognition of our belllgerent
tights, T declare that the recognition of our
belligerency is, in my opinion, the right thing
for the American Government (o do. To recog-
nles us as belligerents s neither to declare war
upon Spaln nor to give Hpain any cause Lo de-
elare war upon the United Btates, nor to make
&ny material sacrifice for Cuba, It s only to do
justiee, 1have always bolieved that the Cubans
alone can win this war if we have ouly fair play.

"Ithank you for the copy you sent mo of Sen-
Stor Morgan's rosolution, which I think is a
wise documont.

ASSAULT AND ROBBERY.

€. B. Collina At PDeath's Poer from Wounde
Inflicted by A Mammor—fe Nays Mariin
Ensiry Beat Mim BDown and Robbed Mim
af B0, 000-Easley Bays Ansther Is Gulity.

Br. Louts, June 18.—Martin Ensley, the son of
the late Ool. Enochh Ensley, n millionaire well
known in the Bouth, l1 in a cell al the Bt. Louls
County Jall in Clayton, while C. ), Collios, &
wealtliy Tennesseo hotel man, known through-
out the conntry, ia struggling for life on a bad
at Kirkwood with little probabllity that ho will
survive wounds recelved by him last night In
the suburh of Meramee Highlands,

Thess wounds are alleged to have been In-
filcted by Ennloy, Need of meney Is said to
have eausod Ensley, under the gulse of frimd-
ahip, to lure his comrade Into the woods away
from the hotel, and beat bim almost to death
with a hammer. Colline declares positively
that Kiasley led him into the trap, and inflicted
the wounds which are now expecied Lo cause
death, and then robbed him of §6,000 in cash,

Eualey denles the erlme, He asscrts that while
he and Collins were out walking Collins was at-
tacked by an unknown man, and that he defend-
ed him. Collins declares that Ensley struck him
with the hammer just as he was within s fow
foet of the highway, and that Ensley rained
blow after blow upon his akull and neck,

The scens of the erite Is about seventy-five
yards west of the Inn at Meremac Highlunds,
and it was about 11 o'clock Iast nlght that It
oceurred. Collins and Ensloy had gone to the
Highlands for n short rest and enjoyment of the
country. At least this js why Collins went.
Collins had sold a bhotel at Nashville, Tenn., s
few weoks ago, and had §6,000 in cash, he saya,
upon his person. This fact, he alleges, he dis-
closed to Ensley.

They walked to the inn and strolled about in
the more public portion of the ground. Collins
started for the Pagoda, which is weat of the inn,
by a path in which there are a number of flights
of steps. Ho sayn that Ensley lingered behind,
and when Collins waa within five yards of the
roadway above, Ensley ran up suddeniy beside
him and dealt him a blow on tho forehead with
a hammer. It was a terrible blow, and Collins
b halt His assailant then
hrought the hammer down eight or ten times on
the head of Lin victim. ¥e pounded Colline on
the top, side, and back of the head and on the
neck, and at each blow the wedge-shaped adge
writh which ho struck sank into the skull and
fleah.

Then the man knelt beside Lis victim and,
tearing opep the coat and walstcoat, thrust his
hand Into the pocket that contained the monoy
and withdrew it. He then turned and fled. He
thought there was no witness (o the crime,
which had occupled only a few seconds. But in
this he was mistaken. Paul Rougquemont, the
head cook at the inn; Willlam Koehler, the
baker, and Charles Feldler, Lhe asalstant cook,
hisd been asleep on the grass a few feot away, and
had beon aroused by the nolse.

SENATE HAS THE TREATY.

THE ANNEXATION OF HAWAII I8
PROBABLY NEAR.

The Plenipotentinries Sign the Document In
the Diplomatic Meom of the Niate Depari-
moni—Sennior Gray Dofeals Me Publiea-
then — Wil It Be Oppesed Ly Japan )

WasHINGTON, June 16.~The expecled trealy
of annoxation with the republic of Hawall was
sent to the Senat: to-day by Presidemt Mee
Kinley nt 3:16 I, M. Good progress wis belng
made with the Tarif® bill, and the President's
mepsenger retired to the Ropublican cloak room,
where o rematnod an bour and a bl walting
until the usua! sesalon of the Senate should bo
comploted. Immodintely upon the formal
presontalion of the treaty the Benato, at 4:50,
went into exerutive session, and behind closed
doors the Senntors heard the dovuments read.
This wok up very Hitle time. The Presi-
dent's letter of iransmittal was very brief,
nol over 100 words, while tho treaty itwelf
contained about 1,600 words. When the
reading was coneluded, Clinlrman Davis of
the Forelgn Ielatlons Committee moved that
tho treaty and messages be made public. To
this Benator Gray of Delaware objected, and
this single objoction was sufliciont to postpone
action on the motion uutll the next executive
peasion. Mr. Gray said that a document of such
great lmportance should not be given to the pub-
lic at this time, but vouchsafod no reason for
that opinion, Nothing more was said abput the
treaty, but an effort will undoubtadly be made
At to-morrow’s execulive sesslon to remwove the
injunction of secrevy,

The treaty was signed by the plenipotentiaries
of the United States nnd Hawall, appointed by
thelr respective Governments for that purposs,
in the diplomwatic room of the State Departmont
at B:80 o'clock this morning., There was no one
present save the high conteacting parties, the
Asaistant Secretaries, and the representatives
of the presa. The treaty was algued In dupli-
cato by Secretary Sherman for the United
Hiates, and Minlster Francis M, Hatch and
Special Commissioners Lorin M. Thurston and
1. W. Kenuey for Hawali. A pew gold pen was
used.

After the slgnatures had been atiached and
bearty congrstulations exchanged, a photogra-
pher perpetunted the scene by the ald of the
camers, The venerable Secretary of State,
with pen in hand, sat st the hoad of the table
on which the parchment lay. At his right
wns Minister Hateh, also seated, and behind
him stood Messrs. Thurston and Kenney, and to
their left Assistant Secrelaries Day, Adee, and
Cridler, Mr. Day's connection with the treaty
was rather more Intimuteo than thatof any of the
other ofMuinls, as he and Minister Huteh have
beenn In consultation over its terms and they
were flnally agreed to by Lhem,

The original draft of the treaty was made by
the Hon. John W. Foster, former Secrctary of
State, previous to his depariure for Europe. He
negotinted the mnnexation treaty sent to the
Senato in February, 1483, by President Marri-
won, and has boen an ardent advocate of aunexa-
tlon ever sinee., YWhen the Hawalian envoys
reached Washington they consulted with Mr.
Foster, who re ‘lf gave thew bis mssistance.
It ix said on oMelal muthority that the treaty as
cuncluded |s subsiantially that prepared by Mr.
Foster, the changes baing immaterial,

1t i not expocted that anythlog will be done
with the treaty by the Scnate until the Tarlff
bill has been disposed of. It may then be re-

It was not until the present week that the
fact that her Majesiy's eyesight had almost
fallod became known in the vicluity of Balmo-
ral, and the report wns at first not belleved.
The nsslluous attendance upon the Queen
during her daily drives and excursions was as-
cribed to ber well-known lameness, the result of
rhoumatism, which has long made it impossible
for her to walk.

Tho oditor of & local journal, who s inspired
by Lhe castle authorities, on Monday recelved
private confirmation of the report that her
Majesty was almost sightless. This Informa-
tion was coupled with n request that it be not
publisbed pending the jubllee festivities.

it is a pleasure to be able to add upon the
same authority as that for last night's cable
despatch to Tue Bus, telllng of her Majosty's
afMiction, that the Queen's general health is
excellent; better, indeod, than it bus been for
two or three years,

The Queen started to-day from Halmoral foe
London, When her Majesty reached Ballater,
the rallway station for Balmoral, the school
children were assembled and sang the national
anthem in her bonor,

GREAT STORM IN ENGLAND.

Coast ftrewn with Wreckage., Nelson's Flag-
ship Ashore, and Bame Lives Lost.

Loxpox, June 16.—A heavy gale, accompanied
by torrents of raln, ls prevalling in the Irish
Sea. Admiral Nelson’s old flagship Foudroyant,
which has boen on exhibition at Blackpool, has
been driven ashore and dismasted and will be-
come a wreck.,

A lifebost saved the crew of the steamer Hu-
pannah Kelly, which foundered in DBelfast
Lough, but ten passengers on board were
drowned. Many fishing and ploasure boats
hinve been lost, and there have boen a number of
cases of drowning along the coast,

The suburis of Glasgow are flooded to a depth
of several feel.

Despatehes from different pointa show that the
storm s spreading inland in s soutberly direc-
tion. Mepofts of damage are being received
from many places. All the sheds of the agri-
cultural show at Manchester, the lurgest of its
kind in Great Britain, have been unroofed and
otherwise daimaced.

Judging from the effect produced by the ex-
plosion, the bomb must have boen a formidable
affuir.
